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In R etrospect 


The first school for colored on the Eastern Shore was a log cabin, It was built in 1838 on John Wesley 
Church property at Broad and Ellen Streets, with the people of the community as its sponsors, This ‘‘on the hill 
school”” served the people of Salisbury and near communities for more than twenty-five years. 


After the Civil War, the Board of Education built a six room, two-story school on Commerce Street near the 
railroad, As the enrollment increased classes had to be held in churches and portable ‘‘shack’’ buildings for 
forty some years. 


In 1912, the school board leased a sixroom factory storage building on Railroad Avenue near the gas plant. 
In 1919, the eleventh grade was added; and in 1926 the fourth grade; also in that year there were four gradu- 
ates, 


In 1928, the lease ran out on the factory storage building and could not be released. Our P.T.A. along 
with seventeen other community P.T.A.’s purchased the Lake Street property for $5500.00, The deed was giv- 
en to the school board and they built Salisbury Elementary School which also housed the high school. This 
building was completed in November, 1930 and our elementary and high school classes moved in from the five 
churches: John Wesley, St, Paul, First Baptist, St. James, St. Luke and the Elks Home. This new school was not 
large enough so we had three portable buildings erected on the property. 


In 1945, the adult agriculture night class suggested that the agriculture students needed a farm for their 
project work, The Board of Education agreed and again eighteen P.T.A.'s of Wicomico County were in sup- 
port, These P.T.A.’s cooperatively purchased and in six months with payments of $7500.00 paid for fourteen 
and a-half acres of farmland which included a five-room house and four other farm buildings. The Board of 
Education soon bought a peach orchard to the north of the farm and to the south of Morris Street. Eight years 
later on March 15, 1953, Salisbury High School was completed and we moved into it immediately. We had 
a faculty of twenty-four teachers, eight hundred forty-five students, seven cafeteria workers, one nurse and four 
custodians, 


Today in 1966, we have a faculty of fifty-two teachers, a student body of nine hundred twelve, eight caf- 
eteria workers, one nurse, three secretaries and eight custodians, Salisbury High School was evaluated in 1957 
with honor and much praise as an ‘‘A’’ number high school by a committee of outstanding educators from 


Maryland, Delaware, Pennsylvania and New Jersey. 


Salisbury High has always been known as a high standard high school; it has well-prepared, efficient and 
capable faculty and administration personnel, Salisbury High School has many times won first place honors 
by their athletic teams, chorus, band, N.H.A., F.T.A., dramatics clubs, debating clubs, science and math clubs, 
and art clubs, Its graduates have graduated with high honors from colleges and universities - both large and 
small with ratings of good, very good and excellent. 








Today Salisbury High School graduates can be listed as successful in all professions and trades as: business 
administrators, principals, college deans, high school and college personnel, teachers, doctors, lawyers, den 
tists, engineers, mechanics, speakers, writers, public officials, professional athletes, confidential government 


personnel, electricians, plumbers, scientists and more. 


And suddenly tomorrow is today, The above magnificent record speaks for the great and wonderful work 
that has been accomplished by the faculty, students and graduates of Salisbury High School, This school ord 
pass out of existence (as it will after this year, for it will be developed into an intensive vocational school); 
but the educational image that this great institution has made will never fade in the memory of this county, 


state and nation, in fact the world where our graduates have gone.
